The American Federation of Labor believes not only that congress can 
and should enact reasonable amendments to the act but also that it 
already has taken a strong, positive step in that direction by the house 
labor committee’s approval of the Norton amendments, which are fully 
endorsed by the A. F. of L. 

WHAT THE NORTON BILL MEANS 

This bill covers only three pages in large print. It makes only four 
changes in the law as it stands. The language is clear and simple. You 
don’t have to be a lawyer to understand it. There are no trick jokers 
attached to any of these amendments. They go directly to the heart of 
the present weaknesses of the act. They provide constructively for 
better administration of the law. They provide constructively for fairer 
administration of the law. There is nothing in this reasonable bill to 
which any fair-minded, sensible person can object. 

As to the three of these four amendments there cannot possibly be any 
dispute. The one which would increase the membership of the labor 
board from three to five by the appointment of two new members by the 
president of the United States is designed to change the complexion of 
the present board. If there is anyone who wishes to defend the present 
complexion of the labor board and its record of gross maladministra- 
tion, we have yet to find him. The members of the present board cannot 
even agree among themselves. Scarcely an important decision comes 
down from them which isn’t split three ways. And the newest member 
of the board, Dr. Leiserson, has spent some time before congressional 
committees severely criticizing the policies of his colleagues. 

The second amendment would permit employers who are caught in the 
middle of a union dispute to petition the board to hold an election so 
they can tell with whom they are legally obligated to bargain. There is 
practically universal unanimity on the need for such an amendment. 

The third amendment simply says that contracts between labor organ- 
izations and employers shall remain in force for at least a year. 

NEW YORK SHOWS THE WAY 

It is only when we come to the final amendment that controversy 
raises its head and, strangely enough, there are fewer grounds for ob- 
jection to this amendment than any other. 

This fourth amendment in the Norton bill would amend Section 9(b) 
of the present law by adding the following language: 

“Provided, however, that in any case where the majority of employes 
of a particular craft shall so decide the board shall designate such craft 
as a unit appropriate for the purpose of collective bargaining.” 

As Secretary-Treasurer George Meany aptly points out this amend- 
ment is taken word for word from the New York state labor relations 
act which has been in force for three years. How has it operated there? 
Let us see. The records show that the New York state labor relations 
board had disposed of 4,760 cases by April 1. In all those cases, there 
was not a single contest or objection based on this provision in the law 
either before the board or before the courts. The CIO unions in New 
York are satisfied with this collective bargaining unit provision. The 
A. F. of L. unions are also satisfied. No difficulties of any kind have 
been encountered in the administration and interpretation of this provi- 
sion in three whole years. 

Now let us see what has happened in the national scene under the 
national labor relations act. Without this added language in the law, the 
national labor relations board has repeatedly tried to destroy craft unions 
and no other single feature of the law has aroused more bitter contro- 
versy than the collective bargaining unit provision. 

It seems to us, this comparison speaks eloquently of the need for 
following New York state’s example.

FIGHT VICIOUS 
OREGON LAW 


An appeal to national and inter- 
national unions to assist in the 
court fight against the legality of 
the Oregon anti-labor law was is- 
sued by President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

This law was originated by hos- 
tile employers and adopted by a 
referendum vote in Oregon. The 
fight to have the law declared un- 
constitutional has now been car- 
ried to the Oregon supreme court. 
The litigation has cost the Oregon 
state federation and the A. F. of L. 
substantial sums of money. 


In response to a request from the 
state federation, the executive 
council last February decided that 
affiliated organizations be asked to 
contribute to the cost of carrying 
on this litigation. 


Pointing out that the law limits 
the legitimate operations of organ- 
ized labor in Oregon and that sim- 
ilar legislation has been defeated 
in other states, Mr. Green said in a 
circular letter: 

“IT am appealing to national and 
international unions to contribute 
as generously as possible to a fund 
to be used in carrying on the fight 
against the Oregon anti-labor law. 
This is an important case affect- 
ing all national and international 
unions. We hope and trust that we 
may secure a favorable decision 
declaring the Oregon anti-labor 
law unconstitutional.”

Run-Off Election Policy 
Changed by Labor Board 


After more than a year of ve- 
hement protests and costly litiga- 
tion, the international brotherhood 
of electrical workers finally forced 
the national labor relations board 
to reverse its unfair regulations for 
run-off elections. 

The board announced the adop- 
tion of a new rule long demanded 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor and its affiliated unions in the 
interest of fairness to all concerned. 

Furthermore, the board decided 
to make the new rule apply to the 
Consumers’ Power company case, 
thereby throwing out the window 
its original decision. 

Dan W. Tracy, president of the 
I. B. E. W., joined President Green 
in acclaiming the board’s reversal 
of policy. 

From now on, the board ruled, 
when two unions contest an elec- 
tion and neither succeeds in poll- 
jing a majority, they will both go 
on the ballot in the run-off elec- 
tion and the workers will be per- 
mitted to choose between them. 

Heretofore the practice has been 
to drop the union receiving the 
smaller number of votes from the 
ballot and leave the workers the 
“Hobson's choice” of voting for the 
other union or no union. This rule, 
applied to the Consumers’ Power 
company case, threatened to dis- 
franchise a thousand I. B. E. W. 
members and gave rise to the pro- 
tests and court action which finally 
made the labor board see the light. 


Chiseled Pennies 


About the lowest form of chisel- 
ing a boss could practice—snitch- 
ing pennies out of his employes’ 
pay envelopes—was ascribed to 
Dominic Fulginiti, a former dress 
manufacturer of Lancaster, Pa., in 
federal court testimony this week. 

He was fined $1,000 for violating 
the wage hour act and ordered to 
repay to employes $3,800.

Union Carpenters 
In Massachusetts 


Hit WPA Policies 


Vigorous dissatisfaction with pol- 
icies of the work projects adminis- 
tration was voiced at the annual 
convention of the Massachusetts 
state council of the united carpen- 
ters and joiners. The WPA was 
charged with hiring young un- 
skilled workers in preference to 
skilled men. 

President Bennett F. Gordon of 
the state council said the man of 50 
who is skilled at his trade is being 
cast aside by the WPA and “young 
men—with no experience, but 
strong political connections—are 
getting the jobs.” 

He said he is not opposed to the 
WPA hiring inexperienced men in 
the construction of walls, walks 
and the like, but did object to the 
WPA undertaking building proj- 
ects, claiming that this not only 
proves costly but is bound to result 
in faulty construction. 

After sharp discussion, the coun- 
cil adopted a resolution opposing 
WPA infringement of established 
union hours, wages and other con- 
ditions. 

Another resolution favored es- 
tablishment of the 6-hour day, 5- 
day week as a means for creating 
more jobs.

of Children 


Being Born in Poor Families 


The census now being made will 
show that Uncle Sam has fewer 
children in 1940 than he had in 
1930, and that more than half of 
his children are being born in the 
poorest families. 

Those are some of the statements 
made this week by speakers at a 
convention of public health and 
population authorities. 

Katharine F. Lenroot, chief of 
the U. S. children’s bureau, said the 
1930 census counted 48,300,000 “‘chil- 
dren under 20,” that there are only

46,000,000 of them now, and that 
this is the first time in history that 
the “child population” of the coun- 
try has decreased. 

She added that 51 per cent of our 
present children were born in the 
poorest rural areas, and in families 
with incomes of less than $1,000 a 
year. 

Another speaker declared that, if 
we do not provide enough food and 
other necessities for our people in 
the future, it won’t be because our 
population becomes too big for the 
country’s resources. Our population 
growth is slowing down, he said, 
will stop at a peak of about 152,- 
000,000 in 1955, and after that there 
is likely to be a “slow decline.”

IN LABOR BOARD ELECTIONS 


Union Scores Notable Triumphs at General 
Electric and General Motors Plants; 


Quibbling Boss Brought 


Major victories in national labor 
relations board elections and in 
struggles against anti-union em- 
ployers were rolled up this week by 
the international association of 
machinists. 

One of the biggest triumphs 
came at the General Electric plant 
in Fort Wayne, Ind., where the ma~ 
chinists scored an overwhelming 
majority among over 300 tool and 
diemakers. A rival CIO union ran 
up the white flag and withdrew 
from the ballot at the last minute. 

At the Frigidaire division of 
General Motors in Dayton, Ohio, 
the machinists’ union swamped an 
“independent” group in a poll among 
metal finishers and was certified 
by the labor board as exclusive 
bargaining agency. At the Hol- 
stream Heater company in Cleve- 
land, the machinists swept in with 
90 votes out of 99 cast. 

Important labor board decisions 
against employers who tried to 
thwart unionism were also won by 


Possehl Nominated for - 
Engineers’ President 


The international union of oper- 
ating engineers wound up their 
two-week convention at Washing- 
ton, D. C., by voting an increase in 
local per capita tax to the interna- 
tional union from 75 cents to $1 
per month. . 

The delegates renominated for an- 
other term John Possehl, Savan- 
nah, Ga., who has been general 
president for nine years. Frank A. 
Fitzgerald, New Haven, Conn., was 
renominated for the offiice of sec- 
retary-treasurer. Seven vice presi- 
dents and three trustees were also 
nominated. The election of the offi- 
cers will be held by a membership 
referendum within 60 days.

the machinists. One of the first 
cited was the Jasper Blackburn 
Products corporation in St. Louis, 
Mo., which was ordered to sign an 
agreement with the union. 


The company tried many dodges 
to escape dealing with the union, 
though it included nearly all the 
employes. One of the firm’s ma- 
neuvers was to insist that the union 
post a $10,000 bond as a guarantee 
it would live up to any contract 
that might be reached. 


Paul Hutchings, representing the 
machinists, ridiculed this demand 
in arguments before the board. 

“Our union has been in busi- 
mess for over a half century, 
and we’re known to respect 
contracts to the letter,” he said. 

“That’s more than you can say 

for the employers.” 

The board agreed and ruled out 
the bond proposal. 

In another case, the Allsteel 
Products Manufacturing company 


of Wichita, Kan., yielded to a board | 


order to ditch a company union, 
and signed up with the machinists. 


ELECTRICAL WORKERS 
DENY BOYCOTT CHARGE 


Vigorously denying that it exer- 
cises a boycott of equipment made 
by members of the National Elec- 
trical Manufacturers’ association, 
attorneys for Local 3 of the inter- 
national brotherhood of electrical 
workers this week filed an 800-page 
brief in the “restraint of trade” 
case now pending in the federal 
courts in New York. The union 
asked that the manufacturers’ plea 
for a permanent injunction and a 
declaratory judgment be denied. 

Harold Stern, counsel for the 
union, said the court had no juris- 
diction to act in this case in view 
of the Norris-La Guardia act. 


AFL MAY BOYCOTT 
EXPORT OF ARMS 


Matthew Woll, an American Fed- 
eration of Labor vice president, de- 
clared this week that organized 
labor might consider using its eco- 
nomic strength to halt the export 
of American materials—useful in 
war—to Germany’s neighbors. He 
asserted that such materials were 
finding their way into the Reich.

Green Asks Action 
On Labor Spy Ban 


Labor Chieftain Tells 


Barkley Thomas-La Follette| § 


Bill Is Urgently Needed 


The A. F. of L. this week went 
into action in behalf of one of the 
most important bills in labor’s leg- 
islative program—the La Follette- 
Thomas measure to outlaw “oppres- 
sive labor practices.” 

President William Green an- 
nounced he would write to Senator 
Alben W. Barkley, democratic floor 
leader, urging that the bill be 
placed on the senate calendar for 
quick action. He described the 
measure as essential to protect la- 
bor’s rights against ruthless bosses. 


Bans Vicious Practices 

The bill would forbid the hiring 
of labor spies, strikebreakers and 
strikebreaking agencies; prohibit 
employers from sending their 
armed guards off company prop- 
erty, and outlaw private industrial 
arsenals of machine guns, shot- 
guns, bombs and other munitions. 

The proposal is the culmination 
of a prolonged investigation by the 
La Follette civil liberties commit- 
tee, which exposed private armies 
and stores of ammunition used by 
labor-hating industrialists to smash 
unions. 

The bill is also backed by the 
standard railroad labor organiza- 
tions.

Law, Brown Urges 


Amendments Held 
Necessary to Protect 
Rights of Workers 


H. W. Brown, international 
president of the international 
association of machinists, urged 
members of congress to give 
one hundred per cent support 


to the amendments to the national : 


labor relations act contained in 
the bill introduced by Chairman 
Norton of the house labor commit- 
tee and favorably reported by the 
committee. 


Pointing out that the interna- 
tional association of machinists 
has had a very large number of 
cases before the labor board and is 
consequently “in an excellent posi- 
tion to judge the merits of amend- 
ments to the act with respect to 
their probable effect in weakening 
or strengthening its beneficial so- 
cial objectives,” Mr. Brown said: 

“After careful consideration we 
have categorically and without 
reservation denounced the so-called 
Smith amendments to the national 
labor relations act and now de- 
nounce each and everyone of them 
as vicious and destructive of the 
purposes of this law. : 

“In the same spirit of critical 
consideration we declare that the 
Norton amendments and particu- 
larly the amendment, which pro- 
vides workers in a craft the right 
to choose for themselves their unit 
of representation is the best possi- 
ble means of preserving the na- 
tional labor relations act as a vital 
force for industrial peace. 

“Malicious forces are stirring up 
opposition to the Norton bill for the 
sole purpose of insuring the adop- 
tion of sweeping crippling amend- 
ments. The adoption of the Norton 


“The charge now being hysteri- 
cally made that the so-called craft 
amendment will weight the repre- 
sentation provision of the labor act 
in favor of craft unions is the 
shearest poppycock encouraged by 
demagogs who seek personal ad- 
vantage through depriving impor- 
tant groups of workers of their 
right to self-determination. All the 
amendment would do is to provide 
these workers with a vote so that 
they can choose for themselves the 
type of representation unit they 
want, whether craft, industrial or 
otherwise. 

“Certainly no organization based 
on the democratic principles of 
persuasion and the right of free 
choice, rather than the principle 
of force and the denial of rights 
of representation, can object to 
giving craft workers a vote on the 
type of unit they desire.”

JAMES M. DUFFY 


James M. Duffy, president of the 
National Brotherhood of Operative 
Potters, took up employment in a 
pottery at East Liverpool in 1903, 
and became a member of the pot- 
ters’ union in 1909, when he be- 
came an apprentice. Later he 
served as president of the East Liv- 
erpool Trades and Labor Council. 
In 1927 he was elected president of 
the National Brotherhood of Oper- 
ative Potters, which office he now 
holds. He has been a delegate to 
the American Federation of Labor 
conventions for the past 12 years. 

Mr. Duffy served on the labor 
advisory committee of the Ohio 
workmen's compensation commis- 
sion and on the national labor ad- 
visory board of the national indus- 
trial recovery administration. In 
1937 he was the American labor 
delegate to the international labor 
conference in Geneva, Switzerland. 

Mr. Duffy is one of the outstand- 
ing leaders in the “Buy American” 
movement. At the American Feder- 
ation of Labor convention in Den- 
ver he introduced a resolution for 
the boycott of Japanese goods. 
Later, in 1937, he organized and 
sponsored a mass “Buy American” 
rally, In every field of labor activ- 
ity Mr. Duffy has distinguished 
himself as an unusual leader. He 
has participated in round-table dis- 
cussions on labor in coast-to-coast 
radio broadcasts and other public 
discussions on the subject. 

Under his guidance the National 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters 
has grown in strength and mem- 
bership, and the pottery industry 
has received the protection of his

All paint makers and factories 
started working again.last Wed- 
nesday morning as a result of a 
mutually satisfactory settlement on 
contract negotiations. 


This final agreement, after eleven 
months of negotiating, was effect- 
ed through the good services of 
Federal Conciliator Stanley White, 
who was delegated to the position 
of arbitrator by Washington, D. C. 
Both union and employers agree as 
to Mr. White's ability and fairness. 

This controversy, which subse- 
quently affected ten plants, namely, 
Boysen, Friedman, Pacific Paint & 
Varnish, Butler, Dunne, Sterling, 
Albrite, Golden West,. Caldow and 
Industrial Minerals & Chemical 
paint companies, lasted for ap- 
proximately two weeks. 

In view of the settlement, it was 
agreed that the union would drop 
charges filed with the national la- 
bor relations board and that the 
employers would agree to rehire all 
employes with no discrimination. 

The final settlement was ad- 
judged fair by both sides and pro- 
vides for a two-year working agree- 
ment.

The United States housing au- 
thority announced that more than 
90,000 building trades mechanics 
and laborers, on a weekly average, 
will be employed on the sites of 260 
slum-clearance and low-rent public 
housing projects aided by the 
USHA in 1382 localities by next 
June. The weekly payroll on these 
jobs will total about $3,000,000. 

More than 80,000 jobs for build- 
ing trades workers on the sites of 
190 projects under construction or 
completed up to April 1, had been 
provided by the USHA program 
with wages totaling approximately 
$27,000,000.

Matthew Woll, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

If Mr. Arnold were sincere in his 
declarations of friendship for labor, 
Mr. Woll declared, he would have 
earried a single test case to the 
supreme court for a ruling instead 
of trying to demoralize the labor 
movement by a multiplicity of. in- 
dictments. 


Mr. Woll charged that Mr. Ar- 
nold is proceeding against legiti- 
mate activities of unions in many 
instances. He disclosed that the 
federal prosecutor proposed in his 
statement before the temporary na- 
tional economic committee to set 
up a “gestapo system” of federal 
agents to police unions in all cities. 

“Labor is not asking special priv- 
ileges,” said Mr. Woll. “It does not 
seek to stand above the law nor 
does it ask immunity from due 
process of law. It asserts that there 
are distinctions (between profit- 
seeking corporations and non-profit 
labor unions) and that these dis- 
tinctions are a part of the task of 
intelligent men to make and every 
judge to uphold.” 


Pointing out that labor organiza- 
tions were expressly exempted from 
the provisions of the Sherman act 
by the Clayton act, Mr. Woll ex- 
plained: 


“The ordinary business corpora- 
tion is very different from the la- 
bor union, The corporation is an or- 
ganization of dollars. The union is 
an organization of human beings. 
The purpose of a corporation is to 
make money. The chief practical 
duty of the union is to keep the 
corporation from making its profits 
at the expense of its workers.”
